This was a 
bumper year for crop formations and 
the shapes became ever more complex 
and elaborate. 

Hoaxers and sceptics are unfortunately 
still trying to muddy the waters by 
spreading rumours and media 
disinformation, but I remain as 
convinced as ever that a genuine and 
mysterious phenomenon remains. 

After all, other than ego and notoriety, 
what drives the hoaxers to continuing 
their deceit and disinformation year 
after year if it isn't fear that we might 
eventually find some answers they can’t 
handle. 

To coin the phrase used by Jack 
Nicholson in the film "A Few Good 
Men", "Some people can’t handle the 
truth". 

Indeed, it’s this very phrase that seems 
to play on the hoaxers minds, for one 
comment they occasionally fire at the 
believers is that people are holding 
onto belief systems for fear of having 
their theories and concepts shattered. 

However, by still believing this, the 
hoaxers are deluding themselves - 
hoaxers hoaxing hoaxers - now there’s 
an interesting concept! 

For, looking back over the years of 
crop circle research, most crop circle 
researchers I’ve met and chatted with 
have undergone an enormous growth 
cycle. Initial theories have been 


expanded upon and new areas of 
research delved into. Indeed, many 
people involved in crop circle research 
five or more years ago are now 
investigating things almost completely 
non-circles related - but none the less, 
discovered via their involvement in, 
arguably, the biggest mystery of modem 
times. 

However, the hoaxers seem to still 
harbour their immature ideas and egos, 
foolishly believing that believers are 
mad for researching ’false science’ or 
dismissing scientific evidence as fanciful 
wishes of new-age delusionists. 

They still play their little games in the 
fields and they still hang around the 
fringe of crop circle research, hoping to 
catch that glimmer of notoriety and 
resentment. A weird kind of ego that 
thrives on other people’s scorn. 

However, at the end of the day, 
researchers are laughing, for not only 
have they expanded their minds and 
spiritualities by new science, concepts 
and inspiration, but they’ve also met new 
friends, shared laughs and tears with 
like-minded people but also progressed 
along the path of enlightenment. 


Sadly, sceptics seem to still occupy the 
same ’closed-box’ world view as they did 
ten years ago - now That is sad!

First seen September 20, and reportedly not 
there as late as September 18.

Located about two miles 
south-east of Midale, Three 
circles close together in a straight 
line, spaced about twenty feet 
apart. Largest (eastern) circle is approximately 60 feet 
diametre, the second about 40 feet and the third about 20 
feet. Description of floor lay inside the smallest circle is of 
a swirled lay which ends in a straight radial' type lay out to 
the edge of the circle. The other two circles have noimal 
swirled lay patterns.

Initially found at the end of September 
while combining, two circles in wheat. 

One is about 30 teet diametre, the 
other about 20-25 feet. Both flattened 
right down to the ground, in neat, smooth lay patterns. 
Circles are spaced a just few feet apart. The circles and 
entire field have been combined, but as in other cases, the 
circles themselves are still there, being flattened hard to the 
ground and therefore not cut.

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It is with sadness that I report the 
death of one of the Crop Circle 
world’s foremost researchers, the 
dowser Richard Andrews. 

Richard had battled against the 
growth of a brain tumour for 
several years, but died on the 6th 
August 1999 following a heart 
attack. 

He was a gallant fighter to the end, 
always continuing his crop circle 
research and dowsing, often 
visiting the fields and appearing 
much fitter than many of those 
younger than himself. 

I was lucky enough to have met 
him on numerous occasions and 
shared many an interesting 
conversation with him. His death 

will be a loss to not only the crop circle community, but also the dowsing 
community, in which he was a well known character - being a member of The 
British Society of Dowsers. 

He was bom in 1933 into a farming community. He grew up to be a farmer himself 
and was someone who had a love of the countryside and a wide-ranging knowledge 
of the world around him. Indeed, he had such a meticulous eye for detail and respect 
for his work he made an excellent teacher, lecturer and researcher. 

He was a person you could look up to. Not only did he have an enquiring mind but 
he also respected the ideas and theories of others. He served as an area manager for 
Seed Breeders at Chester and was a cereal crop inspector for N.I.A.B. Since 1985 he 
gave his insight and experience to the furthering of crop circle research and was 
known the world over for his expertise on dowsing. He was also a founding member 
of The Centre for Crop Circle Studies (CCCS). 

The crop circle world has lost a great researcher and many people within it have lost 
a great friend. May he rest in peace and his memory live on.
